INFECTIOUS HEPATITIS 

Infectious hepatitis, 
otherwise known as inflam- 
nation of the liver, is found 
in all parts of the world. 
In those areas where sani- 
tary standards are low, in- 
fectious hepatitis is preva- 
lent, and as with typhoid 
fever, epidemics of the in- 
fection occur in times of 
War Or at camps where 
many - people congregate. 

Infectious hepatitis 
is a disease of both child- 
ren and adults. The 
severity of the attack 
varies depending on the 
amount of damage done to 
the liver cells by the virus, 


The first symptoms 
include fever, loss of appi- 
tite, nausea, lassitude, 


headache, pain in the back 
and limbs, and some gas- 
tric upset, After afew days 
the fever subsides, and the 
recognizable jaundice 
usually appears, 

The disease is also 
called infectious jaundice 
or epidemic jaundice, 
Jaundice is a yellowness 
of the skin which is caused 
by the presence inthe blood 
and tissues of bile, a fluid 
which is secreted by the 
liver, 

The average incubatior 
period is about 24 days, 
and the disease is spreao 
through food and water con- 
taminated by human waste, 
Several epidemics have 
been traced directly to con- 
taminated water, food and 


milk. Therefore, com- 
munity sanitation and 
personal hygiene will do 


much to prevent this di-

Registration 
Required At 
18th Birthda 


(The draft has been ex- 
tended for four years, until 
July |, 1967. This means 
that the young men of the 
country must continue to 
expect to serve in the 
Military Forces. This 
series of articles, prepared 
by State Headquarters and 
distributed under the direct- 
ion of Alabama Selective 
Service Director Ralph W. 
Adams, outlines the basic 
responsibilities and rights 
of young men under the 
draft law). 

Generally, every manis 
required to register under 
the draft law within five 
days after his 18th birth- 
day. He may register at 
any local board office, but 
he should be certainto give 
his home address, for that 
will determine the local 
board which will always 
have his records and which 
will deal with his case. 

If a man is on active 
duty with the Armed 
Forces on his 18th birth- 
day, he need not register 
at that time. Men on active 
duty must register within 
30 days after they leave 
the service, 

Aliens born after Sept- 
ember 15, 1925, with a few 
specified exceptions, must 
also register within six 
months after entering the 
United States or at age 
18, whichever is later. 

Any person who at age 
18 is not required to re- 
gister must, however, re- 
gister when his status 
changes, 

Failure to register, like 
failure to comply with other 
provisions of the law, may 
subject mento prosecution, 
or to induction out of turn 
and ahead of other men, 

After he registers, each 
man is required by law tc 
keep his local board in- 
formed of any changeinhis 
address, or any change in 
his personal situation 
which affect his liability to 
serve.

Black Widow 
Spider Poking 
Around Again 


Do black widow spiders 
send cold chills up and down 
your back? 

“Tf they do, it’s a nor- 
mal reaction,’’ says Roy 
Ledbetter of the Auburn 
University Extension Ser- 
vice, 

A female black widow 
can be recognized by the 
bright red hourglass X on 
the underside of her glossy 
black body. Males are 
smaller and have more red 
markings, but they don’t 
have the hourglass spot. 

These spiders usually 
nest outside, but some- 
times they come into base- 
ments. They should be 
found and killed when they 
do, says Ledbetter, 

When looking around the 
home for black widow spi- 
ders - or workinginplaces 
where they may be hiding -- 
wear heavy gloves. The 
spiders may bite if touched 
or cornered, 

Here are some likely 
places where black widows 
may be found in Alabama; 
Under boards, stones and 
logs; in brush and wood 
piles; in sheds and outside 
tool boxes; under old 
papers in the open; inside 
culverts; in old trash and 
garbage heaps andin empty 
flower pots. 

Several sprays on the 
market will kill black 
widows and other spiders. 
They are most effective 
when used on the inside 
walls of buildings after all 
objects have been removed 
from the wall and all the} 
trash has been carried out, 
With 2 1/2 gallons of water, 
use one of the following: 

1, 1/4 pound of 25 per 
cent lindane, wettable pow- 
der, 

2. 1/2 pound of 50 per 
cent DDT wettable powder 
or one pint of 25 per cent 
emulsifiable DDT.
